Son of Standard Oil M agnate Ends 


H is Testim ony Before Federal C o m ­ 


mission

Expresses Hope for Real Improve­

and Labor, 


New York. Jan. 28.—John D. Rocke­ 
feller, Jr., ended his testimony before 
the Pntied Htab-s commission on in- 
dustrial relations by sketching in a 
general 
way 
tin* 
purposes <>r 
the 
Rockefeller foundation and its m eth­ 
ods of operation. 
He admitted th»*re is an elem ent of 
possible danger in large foundation« 
being able to impart the views of tiie 
men behind them to younger genera­ 
tions through educational institutions. 
He admitted also it Is possible such 
foundation* may exer« ise an Influence 
upon tin* liberalism of the country, as 
was done in Germany, he said, by the 
militarists. 
The safeguard, he assert- 
®d, lies In the legislative bodies and 
the spirit of the American people. 
Before Mr. Rockefeller left the wit­ 
ness stand In* told th«* commission he 
sincerely hopes its efforts will 
de- 
velop real Improvements in the rela­ 
tions between capital and labor and 
aid in tin* general betterment of the 
condition of the workers. 
The audience, in which there were 
Socialists, individualists, mem bers of 
the Industrial Workers of the World 
and similar organizations, applauded 
Mr. Rockefeller as he left the stand.

ing Colorado.

II** admitted there is an element of 
possible danger in large foundations 
being alii** to im part the views of the 
m**n behind them to younger genera­ 
tions through educational institutions. 
He admitted also it is possible such 
fouudnUons may exercise an influence 
upon th** liberalism of the country, as 
was done in Germany, he said, by the 
militarists. 
The safeguard, he assert­ 
ed, lies iii tile legislative bodies and 
Bu* spirit of the American people.

La Bar when he nie^jjojpjgil the con­ 
ference of the advisory board on th e 
subject of a division of the railway 
gross e a rn in g s tax in such a m a n ­ 
ner that a part of the sam e may be 
diverted to city revenue and baaed 
on the proportionate taxable value of 
shop properties.

Brainerd, do hereby agree with the 
Brainerd Retail Clerks fo close our 
respective stores and places of busi­ 
ness d u rin g the year 1915 at 6 o ’clock 
sharp on all days excepting Saturdays 
and N o rth ern Pacific shop paydays 
and the n ights before the following 
legal holidays: J a n u a r y first or New 
Y e a r’s Day, Decoration Day or N a ­ 
tional .Memorial Day, F o u rth of July, 
Labor Day, T han k sg iv in g Day and 
Chris mas Day. 
On all Saturdays and N orthern P a ­ 
cific shop paydays and the days before 
the holidays previously mentioned we 
do agree to close our stores and places 
of business at 9 o ’clock.

The library was s u p ­ 
ported by taxes. 
W hatever was don*

funds," said Mr. Nettleton e m p h a t­ 
ically, “should be used to get faetorie 
aud to Increase the n u m b e r of f a n 
proper ties opened up n ea r Brainerd. 
Money so spent w ill come back to u 
ag a in .” 
B. J. Broody said he had heard 
many objections reg ard in g the library 
If used rightly, the money so d o n a t­ 
ed by the c h a m b e r would do as much 
good as a new factory or a lot c 
signs. 
The assessed valuation of th 
city was n e high enough to bring any 
more revenue. 
As th** present hours 
of the library were observed neith er 
pupils nor 
teachers could

books. 
The Brainerd Musical club 
had taken up the project and given 
its support.

C. A. Russell said the library prop­ 
osition as now conducted was a hug** 
joke.
